A  detailed  narrative  of  the  exercises  connected  with 
the  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege takes  up  most  of  the  pages  of  this  Bulletin. 
The  occasion  was  notable  in  every  way.  The  exercises 
were  all  of  a  very  high  order ;  the  number  of  visitors 
from  abroad  unusual ;  the  presence  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  Alumni  in  extraordinary  numbers  a  harbinger  of 
good  to  Alma  Mater ;  the  Athletic  events  in  which 
the  M.  V.  C.  team  eclipsed  all  baseball  records,  taking 
two  games  in  succession  from  the  Haskell  Indians ; 
the  royal  good  fellowship  among  the  students  and 
their  pride  in  the  achievements  of  the  College ;  all 
tended  to  make  the  Vicennial  a  season  of  memorable 
^  events.

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SUNDAY. 

THE    BACCALAUREATE   SERVICE. 

A  very  large  audience  was  present  to  take  part  in 
the  baccalaureate  service  held  in  Stewart  Chapel  Sun- 
day afternoon  at  4  o'clock.  A  large  number  of  Mar- 
shall's representative  people  evinced  their  loyalty  and 
interest  in  the  College  by  their  attendanc,  and  there 
were  also  a  great  many  out-of-town  people  who  are 
here  to  attend  the  commencement  exercises,  present. 

The  Class  March  was  played  by  Miss  Mae  Mc- 
Cutchen,  and  to  this  the  class  of  1909,  the  resident 
ministers  and  a  number  of  the  College  Alumni  min- 
isters, among  them  Revs.  Milton  Clemens,  Excell  Fry 
and  Elbert  Hefner,  led  by  President  Black  and  Dr. 
Geo.  Reynolds,  who  delivered  the  sermon,  marched 
to  the  platform  and  were  seated. 

An  organ  solo,  Prelude  in  D  Flat,  was  played  by 
Mr.  Edgar  S.  Place,  who  continued  at  the  organ 
through  the  singing  of  the  Gloria,  the  Vicennial  Chant 
and  the  old  Portuguese  Hymn,  led  by  the  congrega- 
tion. 

The  invocation  was  made  by  Rev.  J.  Q.  Partee, 
pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of  the  city.  The 
prayer  by  Rev.  J.  E.  McDonald,  pastor  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South,  and  the  lesson  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  E. 
Abbott,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

The,  sermon  by  Rev.  George  Reynolds,  D.D.,  pas- 
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tor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Kansas 
City,  was  a  masterly  effort.  Plain,  practical  and  full 
of  wholesome  truths  and  suggestions  for  the  class  of 
1909.  The  subject  of  the  discourse  was  "Purpose," 
and  the  speaker  made  it  very  plain  that  without  a 
well-fixed  purpose  in  life  there  could  be  little  accom- 
plished. 

After  the  doxology  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Bohn,  the  new  rector  of  Trinity  Episco- 
pal Church. 

MONDAY. 

THE    MUSIC    RECITAL. 

The  commencement  concert  of  the  Vicennial  cele- 
bration of  Missouri  Valley  College,  which  took  place 
in  Stewart  Chapel  Monday  evening,  was  one  of  the 
delightful  features  of  the  week.  A  great  many  who 
attended  expressed  the  belief  that  it  was  the  very  best 
concert  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  and  that  is 
saying  a  good  deal,  for  this  was  the  one  hundredth 
and  sixth  given  by  the  school  of  music,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Edgar  S.  Place.  The  waiter  has  had 
the  pleasure  of  attending  them  all,  with  few  excep- 
tions, and  knows  that  they  have  been  exceptionally 
fine.  But  each  year  brings  new  talent  into  this  splen- 
did school  of  music,  which  has  ranked  always  with  the 
best  in  the  country,  one  of  the  especial  aims  being  to 
lead  the  pupils  to  higher  ideals  and  standards  of  at- 
tainment.     Then,   too,   the   new   home   of   the   music 
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school  in  Stewart  Chapel  has  given  it  impetus.  The 
acoustics  of  the  new  chapel  are  also  a  great  improve- 
ment over  the  old,  and  it  is  a  delight  to  the  vocal 
students  to  take  lessons  in  a  room  where  the  power  of 
their  voices  is  so  enhanced.  The  beautiful  grand 
piano,  the  tones  of  which  penetrate  to  every  corner 
of  the  large  auditorium,  is  also  a  delight  to  the  instru- 
mental performers.  With  such  environments,  it  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at  that  the  concerts  are  better.  For 
its  selection,  variety  and  elegance  it  would  be  hard 
to  find  a  richer  treat  than  the  program  of  Monday 
evening  gave  to  the  lovers  of  good  music  present. 

The  concert  opened  with  a  brilliant  number  on  four 
pianos,  Mozart's  "Allegro  Assai  from  Sonate  No.  12," 
played  by  Misses  Mae  McCutchen,  Ruby  Pate,  Edna 
Baker  and  Isabella  Wetton.  The  rendition  was  not 
only  beautiful  in  brilliant  concert  effects,  but  was  fine 
in  phrasing,  touch  and  technic. 

Mr.  Calvin  Balthis,  Marshall's  gifted  trombone 
player,  gave  Verdi's  Miserere  from  "II  Trovatore" 
in  a  superb  way.  Mr.  Balthis  is  a  soulful  musician 
and  this,  combined  with  easy,  graceful  execution  and 
artistic  interpretation,  rendered  the  number  one  of  the 
best. 

The  Choral  Club,  which  has  done  effective  work  the 
past  year,  sang  in  a  delightful  way  Failing  Eaton's 
"The  Miller's  Wooing,"  with  Mr.  Edgar  S.  Place  as 
director. 
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The  next  number  was  a  piano  solo,  GodarcTs  Op. 
88,  Valse  Chromatique,  by  Miss  Mae  McCutchen.  The 
young  lady  plays  with  delicacy  and  expression  and 
her  technic  was  especially  fine.  This  number  was 
among  the  best  of  the  evening. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Vawter,  instructor  in  the  violin  and 
stringed  intrument  department  of  Missouri  Valley's 
school  of  music,  and  also  director  of  the  college  or- 
chestra, played  in  a  brilliant  and  effective  way  a  violin 
solo,  Musin's  Mazurka  de  Concert.  In  this  excellent 
number  Mr.  Vawter  again  demonstrated  that  he  is  a 
violinist  of  great  ability  and  that  he  is  a  great  addi- 
tion to  Marshall's  musical  world,  and  that  he  is  greatly 
in  demand  as  an  instructor  and  director  is  evinced  by 
his  large  classes  and  numerous  engagements.  Miss 
Mae  McCutchen  was  Mr.  Vawter's  accompanist. 

Miss  Ruby  Pate's  piano  number,  Raff's  Op.  157  No. 
2,  La  Fileuse,  was  of  especial  merit.  The  young  lady 
is  gifted  and  a  soulful  musician  and  plays  with  much 
feeling  and  expression.  That  she  has  diligently  im- 
proved the  opportunities  offered  her  in  Missouri  Val- 
ley's school  of  music  since  entering  it  was  very  evi- 
dent from  her  playing. 

The  second  number  on  four  pianos,  Haydn's  Al- 
legro from  Sonate  No.  2,  by  Misses  Pate,  Wetton, 
Baker  and  McCutchen,  was  another  one  of  the  gems 
of  the  program.  The  College  orchestra,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Vawter,  played  Southwell's  overture, 
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"Sweet  Repose/'  and  it  was  also  one  of  the  artistic 
successes  of  the  evening. 

Miss  Mae  McCutchen  was  accompanist  for  the  or- 
chestra. 

Bevignani's  "Flower  Girl"  was  the  soprano  solo 
sung  by  Miss  Ella  Black.  Her  singing  always  strikes 
a  responsive  chord  in  the  hearts  of  her  hearers,  and 
her  sweet,  clear,  well-trained  voice  was  never  heard 
to  better  advantage. 

The  concert  closed  with  Engleman's  "Melody  of 
Love,"  by  the  College  orchestra.  Notwithstanding  the 
rain  and  threatening  weather,  there  was  a  good  audi- 
ence and  those  who  braved  the  inclement  weather  to 
attend  the  commencement  concert  felt  well  repaid  for 
the  effort. 

TUESDAY. 

THE  ACADEMIC  GRADUATING  EXERCISES. CLASS  SMALL, 

BUT    STRONG. 

Stewart  Chapel  was  again  filled  with  an  enthusiastic 
and  appreciative  audience  to  witness  the  academic 
graduating  exercises.  A  noticeable  feature  of  the 
large  audience  present  was  that  it  included  a  great 
many  of  the  College  Alumni,  and  the  warm  greetings 
and  cordial  hand-shakes  that  prefaced  the  exercises  as 
the  College  and  home  people  met  the  visitors,  spoke 
louder  than  words  of  the  strong  tie  that  binds  the 
student  body,  faculty  and  friends  of  Missouri  Valley 
College.      The  beaming  faces  of  those  who  were  in 
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Stewart  Chapel  for  the  first  time  evinced  their  pride 
in  the  progress  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and  it  was  with 
thankful  hearts  they  witnessed  the  exercises  of  the 
academic  class  of  1909. 

The  class  march,  with  President  Black  and  Miss 
Jennie  Boulware,  the  class  prophet,  leading,  and  Mr. 
Place  at  the  organ,  was  quite  imposing.  Miss  Minnie 
Claggett,  one  of  the  A  Class,  gave  a  beautiful  recita- 
tion, "A  Touch  in  the  Heart/'  in  which  she  evinced 
excellent  talent  and  training.  Miss  Mary  Switzer  gave 
next,  "The  Sweet  Girl  Graduate,"  in  a  dashing,  effec- 
tive way.  The  young  lady's  delivery  is  natural  and 
easy. 

Miss  Mae  McCutchen's  pipe  organ  solo,  "Palm  Sun- 
day," was  well  rendered,  and  enjoyed  by  the  audience. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Gooding  gave  "The  Vagabond"  in 
a  clear,  well-trained  voice.  The  selection  was  good 
and  well  suited  to  Miss  Gooding's  style,  and  the  reci- 
tation was  one  of  the  best.  Miss  Elizabeth  Cochran, 
the  only  other  members  of  Class  A,  did  herself  great 
credit  as  historian.  She  made  a  great  many  happy 
hits  and  her  paper,  teeming  with  humorous  sugges- 
tions, was  comprehensive  and  strong.  Mr.  Hubert 
McDaniel,  in  his  cornet  solo,  with  Miss  Mae  Mc- 
Cutchen  as  accompanist,  verified  the  fact  that  part 
of  his  time  since  entering  Missouri  Valley  has  been 
given  to  the  finer  arts.  He  is  an  excellent  cornetist.

who  has  made  a  fine  record  at  Missouri  Valley,  gave 
the  prophecy  in  a  pleasing,  attractive  way.  She  pre- 
sented each  member  of  the  class  twenty  years  hence, 
in  a  word  picture  full  of  sentiment  and  humor. 

Dr.  Black,  who  made  a  brief  address  to  the  class, 
said  throughout  the  evening's  entertainment  senti- 
ment seemed  to  be  the  keynote.  He  then  proceeded 
in  his  own  way  to  discourse  upon  it  as  one  of  the 
valuable  things  in  life,  and  how  the  cold,  practical  and 
commoner  things  were  transformed  by  letting  the 
imagination  rove  for  the  pleasure  of  creating  scenes 
of  ideal  enjoyment,  and  how  our  lives  were  sweetened 
and  made  better  by  sentiment.

WEDNESDAY. 

ALUMNI    DAY. LARGE    NUMBER    PARTICIPATED    IN    THE 

EXERCISES. THE    ELEGANT    BANQUET   THE 

CROWNING  EVENT  OF  THE  DAY. 

On  May  26,  1909,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
President  William  C.  Gordon,  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  Missouri  Valley  College,  called  the  Alumni  of 
the  College  to  order  in  Stewart  Chapel.    Miss  Annette 
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Francisco,  secretary  of  the  association,  immediately 
called  the  roll  of  the  Association,  those  present  re- 
sponding to  their  names.  After  the  roll  call,  invo- 
cation was  made  by  Rev.  E.  B.  Surface,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  111.,  of 
the  class  of  '98.  This  invocation  was  followed  by  the 
address  of  the  president  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
Mr.  Gordon,  in  which  he  welcomed  all  the  children 
of  the  college  and  spoke  of  the  immediate  enterprises 
of  the  Association.  The  first  speaker  of  the  occasion 
was  Rev.  G.  P.  Baity,  D.D.,  of  '91,  who  usually  rep- 
resents the  oldest  part  of  the  Association,  being  at  the 
opening  of  the  College,  twenty  years  ago.  The  presi- 
dent then  called  on  Mr.  Ewing  Hudson,  A.B.,  '08, 
now  of  McCormick  Seminary,  Chicago,  111.,  as  rep- 
resenting the  youngest  of  the  Alumni.  Then  Mr.  John 
Jones,  A.B.,  '97,  represented  his  class,  and  Miss  Laura 
Dysart,  A.B.,  '04,  who  teaches  in  the  High  School, 
of  Moberly,  Mo.,  represented  her  class.  In  order  fol- 
lowed addresses  from  the  following  members :  Rev. 
John  A.  Ward,  A.B.,  '99,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  of  Carrollton,  Mo. ;  Rev.  John  T.  Ba- 
con, D.D.,  '96,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
of  Springfield,  Mo. ;  Dr.  Harry  L.  Jones,  physician 
and  surgeon,  A.B.,  '01,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Mrs. 
Edith  Mitchell  Hilburn,  A.B.,  '01,  of  Alamogordo, 
N.  M.;  Mrs.  Nora  Robertson  Claggett,  A.B.,  '98,  of 
Sedalia,   Mo. ;    Judge   Henry   S.   Conrad,   Ph.B.,  '97, 
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lawyer  and  member  of  the  firm  of  Sebree,  Conrad  & 
Wendorff,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Rev.  Elbert  N.  Hef- 
ner, A.B.,  '05,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
Carthage,  Mo.;  Rev.  Milton  Clemens,  A.B.,  '07,  pas- 
tor Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  Hopkinsville, 
Ky. ;  Rev.  Excell  O.  Fry,  A.B.,  '07,  pastor,  Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

All  of  the  speakers  gave  reviews  of  their  class  and 
their  work  in  the  world,  which  was  interesting  both 
from  a  personal  standpoint  and  from  the  point  of 
view  as  representing  Missouri  Valley  College  as  an 
institution  of  learning.  The  array  of  talent  and  the 
versatility  of  the  speakers  spoke  eloquently  of  the 
breadth  of  vision  gained  by  a  good  course  in  Missouri 
Valley.  The  community  of  Marshall  has  much  to  be 
proud  of  in  realizing  that  this  work  is  much  of  their 
own,  and  to  the  good  people  here  belong  much  of  the 
glory  of  the  possibilities  that  have  induced  these  young 
men  and  women  to  attempt  worthy  things  for  life. 
After  the  speakers  had  concluded,  the  president  in- 
troduced Mr.  Virgil  V.  Huff,  A.B.,  98,  who  delivered 
a  touching  and  beautiful  eulogy  in  memory  of  the 
Alumni  who  have  passed  beyond  this  life.  Thus  was 
an  elaborate  ending  given  to  the  greatest  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  of  Missouri  Valley  that  has  occurred  in 
its  history. 

Besides  the  Alumni  who  took  part,  the  occasion  was 
graced  by  a  beautiful  vocal  solo,  rendered  by  Miss 
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Ella  Robbins  Black,  entitled,  "Good-by,  Sweetheart, 
Good-by."  The  program  was  closed  by  a  vocal  solo 
by  Boone  Gregg,  entitled  "A  Son  of  the  Desert  Am  I." 
After  the  program,  Mr.  Virgil  V.  Huff  presented  to 
the  Association  the  matter  of  Alumni  affiliation.  The 
same  matter  was  ordered  upon  motion  to  be  presented 
to  the  board  of  trustees  by  President  William  C.  Gor- 
don and  Mr.  Virgil  V.  Huff*.  A  committee  on  nom- 
ination of  members  to  the  first  council  was  appointed 
with  instructions  to  make  report  to  the  meeting  at  the 
evening  session  of  the  Association, 

AFTERNOON. 

In  the  afternoon  President  Gordon,  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  Mr.  Huff,  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  providing  for  the  af- 
filiation of  the  Alumni  in  the  management  of  the  Col- 
lege to  the  board  of  trustees.  President  Gordon  in- 
troduced Mr.  Huff,  who  made  a  full  and  comprehen- 
sive explanation  of  the  plan  proposed,  after  which  the 
board  passed  appropriate  resolutions  endorsing  heart- 
ily the  enterprise  and  authorizing  the  alumni  to  as- 
sume and  carry  out  the  terms  thereof.  As  the  consti- 
tution provides  that  the  council  have  a  member  elected 
from  the  board  as  advisory  to  it,  Dr.  D.  F.  Manning, 
of  Marshall,  was  elected  to  that  position.  Mr.  W.  P. 
Stark,  of  Louisiana,  Mo.,  treasurer  of  Stark  Brothers' 
Nurseries  and  Orchard  Company,  cf  that  place,  as  an 
expression  of  his  appreciation  of  the  work  done  and 
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proposed  by  the  x\ssociation,  made  a  liberal  money 
contribution  for  the  use  of  the  council.  Mr.  Stark, 
who  is  widely  known  as  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
business  men  in  Missouri,  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  action  of  the  Alumni  in  the  matter  was  the  grand- 
est event  in  the  history  of  the  school,  and  that  he  val- 
ued it  worth  more  to  the  school  than  $100,000  addi- 
tional endowment.  Several  other  liberal  contributions 
were  made  later  in  the  day,  among  the  givers  being 
Mr.  R.  A.  Guthrie,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  The- 
odore Gary  Investment  Company,  of  Macon,  Mo.,  and 
Judge  Henry  S.  Conrad,  of  Kansas  City,  both  loyal 
friends  of  the  college. 

At  2  p.m.  of  this  day  the  dedication  of  the  beautiful 
arch  at  the  entrance  of  the  campus  was  had.  This 
arch  was  erected  by  the  class  of  190S  as  an  expression 
of  the  esteem  of  the  class  for  the  benefits  of  Alma 
Mater.  Mr.  Ewing  S.  Hudson,  the  president  of  the 
class,  made  the  presentation  address.  Rev.  E.  D.  Pear- 
son, D.D.,  of  Louisiana,  Mo.,  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  made  the  address  on  the  part  of  the  board 
receiving  the  same,  and  Rev.  John  I.  Bacon,  D.D., 
delivered  the  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  Alumni. 
This  arch  is  a  beautiful  memorial.  It  forms  a  beautiful 
gateway  to  the  campus  and  the  arch  is  decorated  by 
the  names  of  the  members  carved  in  the  stone.  The 
names  on  the  arch  are :  Ira  W.  Barnett,  Helen  Camp-

The  class  of  1909  intend  to  erect  at  the  Brunswick 
Avenue  entrance  to  the  college  a  beautiful  triple  arch, 
with  carriage  landing.  This  enterprise  is  commend- 
able, and  we  wish  them  prosperity.  The  class  of  1907 
is,  as  we  are  informed,  now  contributing  sufficient 
money  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  a  scholarship  in 
Missouri  Valley  for  its  memorial.  Such  was  the  spirit 
of  the  Vicennial  celebration. 

At  8  o'clock  p.m.,  the  Alumni,,  as  enthusiastic  as  if 
the  rain  were  not  coming  down,  assembled  in  Stewart 
Chapel  to  hear  excellent  addresses  by  its  members. 
President  Gordon,  whose  excellent  administration  has 
done  so  much,  presided.  The  program  opened  by  the 
introduction  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Dysart  Rector,  Mus.B.,  '04, 
who  rendered  for  the  alumni  a  beautiful  vocal  selec- 
tion in  the  popular  manner  of  her  school  days.  The 
hearty  encore  proved  she  was  still  held  in  high  esteem 
as  a  vocalist  by  her  college  friends. 

Dr.  G.  P.  Baity,  of  Kansas  City,  was  next  intro- 
duced and  delivered  an  able  address  on  the  need  of 
men  with  Christian  education  in  life.  Needless  to  say, 
the  doctor  was,  as  usual,  enjoyed.  Rev.  E.  B.  Surface, 
of  Mt.  Vernon,  111.,  was  next  heard.  Mr.  Surface  was 
one  of  the  most  popular  and  sympathetic  students  ever 
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in  attendance  in  the  College.  In  his  school  days  the 
boys  called  him  "Uncle  Ed." 

The  piano  solo  rendered  by  Miss  Mary  Dysart, 
Mus.B.,  on  both  piano  and  pipe  organ,  was  heard  with 
highest  appreciation.  She  is  a  musical  favorite,  both 
of  the  Alumni  and  the  audience. 

Dr.  John  I.  Bacon  then  addressed  the  Association 
on  the  theme,  "Appreciation."  Dr.  Bacon  is  a  think- 
ing and  forceful  man,  and  his  audience  heard  him 
gladly.  The  program  was  closed  by  a  vocal  solo,  ren- 
dered by  Boon  Gregg,  one  of  the  most  interesting 
young  men  of  his  class  of  this  year. 

Grandest  of  all,  and  as  a  climax  to  all,  came  the 
Alumni  banquet  of  the  Alumni  Association.  Accord- 
ing to  custom,  this  was  held  in  the  "Old  Chapel," 
where  student  memories  are  many.  Miss  Annette 
Francisco,  as  secretary  of  the  Association,  had  charge. 
The  table  was  massed  with  beautiful  roses  and  an 
elaborate  menu  lasting  many  hours  was  served  by 
Marshall's  famous  caterer,  Mr.  E.  S.  Gross.  The 
appointments  were  elaborate  and  perfect.  Spirit  and 
cheer  abounded.  President  Gordon  first  called  for 
business.  Mr.  Huff  presented  the  new  Alumni  con- 
stitution and  reported  the  action  of  the  board  in  con- 
curring therein.  By  a  unanimous  and  enthusiastic 
vote  the  new  era  of  Alumni  control  was  ushered  in. 
The  nominating  committee,  with  Rev.  E.  B.  Surface, 
as  chairman,  Mrs.  Edith  Mitchell  Hillburn,  Miss  An- 
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nette  Francisco,  Rev.  Elbert  Hefner  and  Ewing  S. 
Hudson,  as  members,  reported  their  nominations  for 
members  of  the  first  council.  They  were  as  follows 
Rev.  Geo.

Mo.,  and  Mrs.  Nora  R.  Claggett,  A.B.,  '98,  Sedalia, 
Mo.  The  members  nominated  were  unanimously  elect- 
ed. The  by-laws  were  then  adopted  and  the  first 
Alumni  Council  was  launched  on  its  hopeful  voyage. 
President  Gordon  then  introduced  Judge  Conrad,  who 
was  elected  toastmaster  for  the  evening.  The  follow- 
ing responded  to  toasts:  Prof.  R.  L.  Shepherd,  of 
Missouri  Valley  College;  Dr.  Isaac  H.  Orr,  of  St. 
Louis,  treasurer  of  the  St.  Louis  Union  Trust  Com- 
pany ;  Rev.  J.  E.  Courtlier,  pastor  of  the  Cumberland 
I  Yesbyterian  Church,  Marshall,  Mo. ;  Rev.  D.  E.  Mc- 
Curry,  president  of  the  graduating  class  of  '09;  Mr. 
James  Willingham,  of  class  '09;  Mrs.  Belle  Campbell- 
Hufif,  department  of  History,  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege;   Mr.  E.  D.  McDavid,  Hillsboro,  111.;    Mrs.  Bet- 
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tie  Sparks  Price ;  Professor  Biddle,  school  of  expres- 
sion and  public  speaking,  Missouri  Valley  College ; 
Mr.  William  Stark,  treasurer  of  Stark  Nurseries, 
Louisiana,  Mo. ;  Mr.  R.  A.  Guthrie,  Macon,  Mo. ; 
Prof.  I.  N.  Evrard,  department  of  English,  Missouri 
Valley  College.  As  is  the  custom,  Dr.  W.  H.  Black, 
president  of  Missouri  Valley,  closed  by  a  fitting  and 
appropriate  expression  of  prophecy  for  the  college. 
After  the  speech-making  had  closed  the  small  hours 
of  the  morning  had  come  and  the  meeting  adjourned 
amid  cheers.  The  entire  body  of  guests,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  in  number,  joined  in  the  singing  of 
the  college  songs,  and  all  went  home  convinced  of  the 
grand  things  in  store  for  M.  V.  C. 

On  Thursday,  immediately  after  the  commencement 
of  the  College,  the  council  met  pursuant  to  appoint- 
ment in  the  trustees'  room  of  the  college.  President 
William  C.  Gordon  called  to  order  the  meeting,  and 
upon  motion  of  Judge  Conrad,  Mr.  Virgil  V.  Huff 
was  elected  president  of  the  first  council.  On  motion 
of  Dr.  Bacon,  Mrs.  Claggett  was  elected  vice  presi- 
dent. Mr.  John  Jones  was  appointed  secretary  pro 
tern.  The  committee  on  administration  was  appointed 
as  follows:  Hon.  A.  R.  James,  chairman;  Mrs.  Alma 
Siler  Denny,  Messrs.  William  C.  Gordon,  John  Jones 
and  Virgil  V.  HufT  and  Drs.  Manning  and  Black, 
consulting  members.  The  administrative  committee 
was   authorized   to   select   and   fill   out   the   remaining 
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committees  and  thus  form  the  first  Alumni  cabinet. 
The  administrative  committee  was  also  authorized  to 
classify  the  members  elected  to  the  council,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  charter,  to  hold  office  in  classes  of  three 
for  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively. 
Adjournment  was  had  to  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday 
of  the  next  scholastic  quarter,  as  provided  by  the  by- 
laws.

A  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  Missouri  Valley  College  was  held  at 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  V.  V.  Huff.  The  commit- 
tee is  composed  of  A.  R.  James,  chairman ;  W.  C.  Gor- 
don, John  Jones,  Mrs.  Alma  Siler  Denney  and  V.  V.

THE    COMMENCEMENT    EXERCISES    AND    THE    VICENNIAL 
CELEBRATION. CLASS   ORATION    BY   WALTER    WIL- 
LIAMS,   LL.D. PRESIDENT    WM.    H.    BLACK 

CONFERS   THE   DEGREES. 

That  the  commencement  exercises  of  1909  marked 
a  new  era  and  forward  movement  in  the  history  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  there  can  be  no  doubt.  While 
always  an  interested  and  appreciated  factor  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  closing  exercises,  never  before 
this  vicennial  year  has  the  alumni  been  to  the  college 
what  it  is  now  and  will  be  hereafter.  The  Alumni  As- 
sociation has  been  working  out  a  plan  of  affiliation 
with  the  College  in  order  to  assist  in  the  control  of  the 
of  the  affairs  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and  thereby 
strengthen  and  uphold,  to  a  greater  degree  than  ever 
before,  and  by  their  co-operation  aid  in  making  it  an 
ever-increasing  source  of  power  and  influence. 

The  faculty  having  heartily  concurred  in  this  for- 
ward movement,  the  matter  was  presented  formally  to 
the  board  of  trustees  on  Wednesday  and  met  with 
their  hearty  approbation.    Dr.  Black  said  this  was  the 
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greatest  gathering  of  the  Alumni  the  College  has  ever 
had.  He  spoke  of  the  compact  between  the  College 
and  the  Alumni  that  had  been  perfected,  and  said  he 
was  sure  it  would  inject  new  life  into  every  depart- 
ment of  the  school  and  that  the  faculty  and  board 
hailed  with  delight  this  great  forward  movement.  So 
there  have  been  many  combining  influences  to  make 
this  a  great  and  gratifying  commencement  for  Mis- 
souri Valley.  Never  before  have  our  citizens  shown 
greater  interest  in  the  College  than  during  the  past 
year  and  the  closing  week  of  1909.  The  audiences  at 
all  of  the  events  have  been  splendid  and  the  exercises 
of  this,  Thursday  morning,  were  marked  by  an  intense 
and  enthusiastic  interest.  The  class  procession,  for 
which  Miss  Mary  Dysart,  Mus.B.,  played  the  march, 
was  an  imposing  one.  The  Doxology,  prayer,  Vicen- 
nial Chant,  composed  by  Mr.  Edgar  Place,  followed. 
After  a  beautiful  organ  solo  by  Mr.  Place,  Dean  Wal- 
ter Williams,  LL.D.,  of  Columbia,  Mo.,  made  the  class 
oration.  His  subject  was,  "The  Honor  Guest,"  and 
the  address  was  full  of  beautiful  thoughts  and  helpful 
suggestions  for  the  class.  After  the  singing,  "Onward, 
Christian  Soldiers,"  Dr.  Black  said  that  it  was  ex- 
pected that  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Niccolls,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  at  St. 
Louis,  would  be  here  to  deliver  the  commencement 
address,  but  that  he  had  failed  to  get  here.  He  then 
read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Niccolls,  in  which  he  said  that 
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on  account  of  some  matters  pertaining  to  the  General 
Assembly,  which  he  has  been  attending,  he  was  de- 
tained in  Denver  and  could  not  reach  Marshall  in 
time  for  the  exercises  this  evening.  He  expressed  deep 
regret  that  he  could  not  be  here,  and  it  was,  of  course, 
a  disappointment  to  the  president,  other  members  of 
the  faculty  and  entire  audience. 

Before  presenting  the  diplomas  to  the  class,  Dr. 
Black  gave  some  figures,  showing  what  the  past  twen- 
ty years  has  done  for  the  College,  and  what  the  latter 
stands  for  to  the  community.  Since  its  establishment 
the  enrollment  of  students  has  been  4,812 — 2,499  men 
and  2,313  women.  There  have  been  628  young  minis- 
ters in  school,  210  college  graduates  and  401  academic, 
and  30  from  the  school  of  music,  the  enrollment  of 
which  has  been  1,978. 

This  is  a  very  fine  showing  for  Missouri  Valley, 
and  the  friends  of  the  institution  rejoice  and  predict 
that  in  the  next  twenty  years  there  will  be  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  student  body,  beginning  with  the  coming 
year. 

The  degrees  were  conferred  upon  the  class  of  twen- 
ty-two by  the  president,  with  a  word  suited  to  each 
individual  member.  The  honorary  degrees  were  con- 
ferred as  follows : 

Rev.  J.  T.  Bacon,  of  Springfield,  doctor  of  divinity ; 
Rev.  C.  C.  McGinley,  Independence,  also  doctor  of 
divinity;    Dr.  W.  J.  McKitrick,  pastor  of  First  Pres- 
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byterian  Church,  St.  Louis,  the  degree  of  LL.D. ; 
Isaac  Orr,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  St.  Louis 
Trust  Company,  also  received  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
The  gentleman  is  a  brother  of  Miss  Joan  Orr.  I.  N. 
Evrard,  who  has  been  taking  a  post-graduate  course 
while  he  taught  at  Missouri  Valley,  received  the  de- 
gree of  master  of  arts. 

The  exercises  closed  with  the  Gloria  and  benedic- 
tion. 

Rev.  E.  D.  Pearson,  of  Louisiana,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  made  a  short  address  which  was 
much  enjoyed.  The  venerable  gentleman  has  hosts  of 
friends  in  Marshall  who  are  always  glad  to  hear  from 
him. 

Our  worthy  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 
Howard  A.  Gass,  was  present  and  made  a  brief  speech 
on  "Commencement  Day."  Here  is  what  he  said  about 
it  in  the  Missouri  School  Journal: 

"One  of  the  most  impressive  graduation  exercises 
it  has  ever  been  the  privilege  of  the  writer  to  witness 
was  held  at  Marshall  at  the  close  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  on  May  27.  There  were  twenty-two  gradu- 
ates in  the  class — fourteen  men  and  eight  women. 
Seven  of  the  men  were  ministers. 

"Of  the  seven  ministerial  graduates  this  year,  three 
different  denominations  were  represented, — the  Pres- 
byterian, Methodist  and  Christian  churches.  Dr.  Black 
announced  that  it  would  be  a  sad  day  for 'the  college 
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when  members  of  all  churches  could  not  find  a  hearty 
welcome  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  that  he  rejoiced 
to  educate  the  ministers  for  other  denominations,  and 
that  he  sent  them  forth  with  his  blessing  and  with 
earnest  desire  for  their  future  success. 

"No  school  in  Missouri  is  doing  a  grander  work  for 
the  state  than  is  Missouri  Valley,  and  no  school  is 
sending  forth  greater  influences  for  good  in  every  di- 
rection than  this  splendid  institution.  Dr.  Black  is 
justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  teachers  of  the 
state  and  one  of  its  most  influential  citizens." — Mis- 
souri School  Journal.

ploma, and,  as  soon  as  she  is  able,  hopes  to  teach ; 
John  A.  Fray  has  been  elected  to  the  principalship  of 
the  Slater  High  School ;  Boon  Samuel  Gregg,  who 
will  be  missed  from  Marshall's  musical  circles,  will 
enter  into  the  commission  business  in  Kansas  City 
with  Mr.  Morrison,  his  stepfather;  Miss  Ella  Erdice 
Grube  will 'remain  at  home  for  the  present  and  study 
some  of  the  knotty  problems  wdiich  confront  the  moth- 
ers and  daughters  of  every  household;  Francis  Field 
Hawley,  who  is  one  of  our  Marshall  young  gentlemen, 
expects  to  teach  science  in  the  high  school  at  Dwight, 
111. ;  'Miss  Virginia  Orear  Hudson  will  also  teach ; 
Harry  Miles  Johnson  is  looking  forward  with  much 
pleasure  to  a  course  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University ; 
William  Henry  Moreland  expects  to  teach  and  later 
may  go  to  school  again ;  Miss  Alice  C.  Morrison,  who 
has  been  quite  an  addition  to  Marshall's  social  circles, 
has  not  decided  fully  with  reference  to  the  future.

McCormick  Theological  Seminary,  at  Chicago.  Miss 
Agnes  Sutherland  will  teach.  James  M.  Taylor,  who 
has  charge  of  a  boys'  school  at  Kansas  City,  will  con- 
tinue the  noble  work  commenced  at  that  institution. 

Miss  Ola  B.  Whitehead  we  failed  to  get  an  inter- 
view with,  but  her  friends  think  the  extent  of  her 
teaching  will  be  to  try  to  mould  aright  the  character 
of  one  in  whom  she  is  especially  interested.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College, 
when  called  upon  at  their  recent  meeting  to  consider 
the  resignation  of  Professor  Shepherd,  gave  expres- 
sion of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  is  held  in  the 
following  splendid  tribute : 

"In  accepting  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Robt.  L. 
Shepherd,  A.B.,  as  professor  of  English  Bible  and 
Sociology,  the  Board  of  Trustees  regrets  to  part  with 
him  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  hereby  records 
its  appreciation  of  his  exceptional  scholarship,  his  con- 
secrated effort,  his  gentlemanly  bearing,  his  unusual 
interest  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  wishes 
him  the  greatest  success  in  his  future  as  a  minister  of 
the  gospel." 

Professor  Shepherd  resigns  his  chair  in  the  college 
to  re-enter  the  pulpit,  and  has  accepted  a  call  from 
a  Presbyterian  church  in  a  thriving  suburb  of  Chicago.
